N ot many people living in Dubai can 
boast of an uninterrupted sea view, 
not least of one that is likely to remain 
this way, but Hazem Eljesr can, and it 
was this plus the sought-after JBR 
location that sold his home to him; “1 love the JBR area 
and 1 knew that 1 wanted to have a view of so many of 
the things that Dubai is famous for: the beach, the 
Palm, the Burj A1 Arab. 1 also considered the buildings 
around me; 1 knew that nothing would be constructed 
in front of my building to block my view, and the area 
is just going to grow and expand even more. 1 love that 
the apartment has a balcony and it's up high. One of 
my favourite things to do is to sit out on the balcony 
every morning and watch the world wake up around 
me" the Cities Boutique owner explains. His store, 
which opened in the Galleria Mall in Dubai at the end 
of last year, stocks a range of contemporary furniture 
and accessories from local and international designers, 
some of which can be seen in Hazem's apartment. But 
when it came to the main colours, it was the coveted 
view which was the biggest influence; "1 think 1 took a 
lot of inspiration from the sea. I've used quite a few 
shades of blue, so 1 think that the view from the house 
had an influence on the colours 1 used. My goal was to 
create an atmosphere that reflected my personality 
and was filled with colour and innovation. It was 
important that the space be visually interesting, but 
comfortable as well. 1 also wanted to create a space 
that would be a perfect backdrop for all of my living 
needs; from relaxing at home alone to entertaining 
groups of friends" says Hazem. 

It is this relaxed style which is carried on 
throughout each room in the apartment and doesn't 
stick to a traditional 'design' of a room. There are many 
surprising and unexpected combinations of furniture, 
colour and accessories, especially in the living area, 
some of which have come from Hazem's travels. It is 
this room that Hazem admits to being his favourite 
space; "most of the pieces that are special to me are in 
the living room. It's designed for comfort and 
relaxation, and 1 enjoy spending time there 
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surrounded by all of these objects that mean 
something to me. I'm very pleased with the decor, it's 
eclectic and a mix of colours and textures and time 
periods, but they all mesh together in a very pleasing 
fashion." Like the rest of the rooms it is an eclectic mix 
filled with colour and consists of two seating areas, 
brought to life by a royal blue feature wall. Hazem 
discusses some of the key pieces; "on the blue accent 
wall there is a display case which has several works of 
art by Nadine Kanso, a Lebanese artist who lives in 
Dubai. She's a jewellery designer, and 1 have several 
small gold art pieces others that are delicate and 
charming. Centered in front of the window, 1 have a 
Tulip table by Eero Saarinen and a limited edition 
translucent rose panther sculpture by Richard Orlinski 
is displayed there. Mirroring the blue of the wall is a 
piece that 1 am very proud of, it's a landscape by 
French painter Maurice de Vlaminck. He was a Fauvist, 
known for his use of bright colours, but this painting is 
a bit dark. 1 love how it picks up the blue from the wall 
and it's an interesting piece in the midst of my more 
modern objects. The living room is also where 1 display 
my collection of skateboard deck art by Greek- 
American artist Fotis Gerakis. His creations are filled 
with colour and symbolism and they offer a nice 
contrast in colour and style." It is from the living room 
that Hazem can access the main balcony and enjoy the 
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view. Here, again, colours can be seen in the 
cushions and stools but it is the abundance of 
plants and quirky accessories which create this 
al-fresco oasis. 

The bedrooms are much simpler in terms of 
decoration, making them slightly calmer and the 
blue colour theme continues in the walls here, and 
the hallway. 

When it came to the design Hazem was happy 
to draw on his own ideas; "1 didn't use an interior 
designer. 1 had my own ideas of how 1 wanted to do 
things, and 1 was in no rush. 1 enjoyed the process 
of piecing everything together until it became a 
coherent space. And 1 didn't want to be limited, 1 
want to feel free to expand and evolve in my style 
as 1 continue to live there." And what would he 
change? "I'm very happy with the apartment, so 
any changes would be minor. If 1 could, 1 would 
probably like to have a bit more space in the 
laundry room, and bigger closets. 1 think everyone 
always wants bigger closets."

the house." 

In the entrance lobby of Nadine's house stands 
a vintage desk inherited from father-in-law. It's 
been in the family for over 45 years and travelled 
from Beirut to Dubai to Canada and Prague, along 
with Nadine's family. Above the desk hangs an 
image by Cedric Delsaux from his Dark Lens series 
- the artist who imaginatively inserts Star Wars 
characters and vehicles into urban industrial 



W hen Nadine Kanso first saw her Jumeirah villa 
15 years ago, it was love at first sight. It had 
everything Nadine wanted for a family home: a 
big garden, a great location facing Jumeirah 
Beach Park, and a pool. It also had great bones, 
so the jewellery designer and creator of the Bil 
Arabi line never felt the need for a gut renovation. 

"Over the years I have had some changes done, but 
nothing major. We removed the wall to wall carpet 
and changed the decor. Other than that the decor 
has acquired layers over time: with more artwork, 
more books and pictures. We have changed the 
dining tables and chairs. There's always something 
happening in our house," Nadine says of the 
organic way her home has been decorated. 

With her two boys, who are now 17 and 15, 
having grown up in the house, it's no wonder that 
the home has a cosy, lived-in vibe. And thanks to 
Nadine's passion for Arab art and culture, it's also 
a home with a lot of verve and character, where 
kitsch mingles with high art with easy familiarity. 

What stands out immediately of course is her 
fierce, unapologetic love of bold colour. The living 
room walls are a bright lavender while the dining 
room walls, a saturated strawberry pink. "What 
can I say? I am a very colourful person," Nadine 
laughs, "I have always had bold colours on the 
walls. They used to be yellow and orange before. 

Every now and then I change the colours as I 
believe this is what adds warmth and character to 


contexts. It's juxtaposed with a collection of picture 
frames and objets d'art in fluorescent hues - a 
decoupage peg table with Arab filmstars and a 
bright pink Qee bear. You can't help but smile. It's 
an entrance lobby that is individualistic, eccentric 
and witty - quite like the rest of the home. 

"I like things that have a character. My home isn't 
big or fancy but what's nice about it is that when 
people come in they don't want to leave. It's 
friendly. Of course my penchant for design and 
fashion comes in the way I use colour and how I 
display things." The usual shelves and bookcases 
are not for Nadine. In her house, you'll find an old Singer machine 
that she found by the wayside, now repurposed as a display table. A 
phone booth is converted into a curio cabinet and a dresser in the 
dining room has a collection of artistic candlesticks. 

Mixed with these are statement pieces, such as the stunning lamp 
in the dining room that she bought from The Odd Piece. "I love

vintage pieces as well as the fun and 
quirky pieces from Sauce Gifts " Nadine 
adds. 

A keen photographer, Nadine's 
pictures also hang on the walls 
alongside some other other favourite 
art photographers such as the Iranian 
artist Reza Aramesh and the Egyptian 
artist Karem Mahrous. You'll find art 
inserted in this house in the most 
unusual of ways - Nadine super 
enlarged a collage other black and 
white pictures and with a friend's help 
printed it on vinyl and applied it to the 
staircase. The abstract patterns make a 
livelier statement than any carpeting 
could. A collection of vintage radios are 
part of an installation from last year's 
Formula 1 in Abu Dhabi, when Nadine 
used them to display her jewellery 
designs. "Whenever 1 travel 1 buy 
things 1 like," Nadine explains. Her 
eclectic house is testimony to a life 
well lived, and her love of art, beauty 
and culture.

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G rowing up in the Midwest, Jack Pearson developed a 
passion for gardening that would eventually inspire 
his decision to purchase a home in the Hamptons 
section of New York. In fact, the real estate broker 
was instantly attracted to the home, remarking that 
the 3,000 square foot house reminded him of the wisteria and ivy 
draped estate in the film Howard's End. “1 bought the house in 10 
minutes," he recalls, "then when 1 was having my closing, what was 
funny is that 1 had only been to the house once." 

A job at Bloomingdale's Fur Salon originally brought Jack to New 
York, where he would also work for Sachs before getting into the real 
estate business. The only thing he didn't have was a garden, possibly 
explaining why the 1920s house he saw that fateful day caught his 
eye. Further reflecting on his decision to purchase the home. Jack 
says, "1 came here and walked inside the living room and 1 saw the 
coffered ceilings and the wood shingle and the makings of a garden." 
That was all he needed to make his decision. 

While the garden, laid out by designer Joseph Cornetta, is 
English-inspired, Jack describes it as "quite broad in its presentation 
of plant material into really what 1 think is an incredible display of 
perennials and roses and hydrangeas." The nearby pool, added 
during renovations, was designed to look more like a reflecting pool 
rather than a recreational pool. He achieved a Zen feel within his 
outdoor spaces by adding a waterfall along with a Buddha that some 
friends picked up for him during their travels. Incidentally, several of 
his roses have won prestigious local awards. 

As for the house. Jack decided to transform the place to what he 
envisioned as its original state, "a rambling cottage with lots of 
French doors, lots of character and a lot of wood," as he describes it. 
The house, retaining its period coffered ceilings and ship-lapped- 
wood walls, has four bedrooms, four bathrooms, a living room, a 
kitchen and dining area and a guest cottage with its own guest 
bathroom that also functions as a wellness center where Jack does 
yoga. Mr. Cornetta and another designer, Adam Leskinen, advised 
Jack on how to effectively bring his vision for the home to life. 

The neoclassical living room, with its original pumpkin pine floors 
and beams, has a diverse collection of furniture and accessories with 
a sisal rug underneath. The soft-white sofas are accessorised with 
pillows made by Indian tribes 
with a special kind of fabric 
inspired from their tribal 
backgrounds. The 18th century 
walnut butler's desk and the 
corner cabinet belonged to 
Jack's great-grandparents. 

Newer cream-colored 
upholstery was added to the

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Asian-inspired bamboo-like coffee table. Accessories in the room 
include antique silver sports trophies, part of a collection, silver trays 
from India and a horn-infused side-table. The artwork and wall decor 
in the living room includes four Matisse ladies, some Marc Chagall 
botanical prints and a combination of modern and antique mirrors. 
Jack's art collection also includes works by Picasso, Georges Braque 
and Warhol along with selected works by local artists, including Judy 
Clifford, whom he hired to produce oil paintings depicting his garden. 

Jack's passion for plant life is also evident indoors, most notably 
with a series of black and white botanicals on the wall across from 
the cherry and walnut dining room table that's surrounded by 
vintage chairs from the 1930s. The 19th century sideboard belonged 
to his grandmother. Additional character is added to the dining room 
with an antique mirror and a Masters Italian-inspired oil painting of 
two men enjoying pasta. Some colour is added to the new eat-in 
kitchen, decorated in natural tones, with a Warhol painting of Marilyn 
Monroe and a Matisse cut-out picture titled "The Sadness of the 
King." The area is completed with a French country hutch and a large 
farm table. 


Jack's office was originally the home's fifth bedroom. A similar 
transformation occurred when the original kitchen, not far from the 
guest bedroom decorated with works by Picasso and Braque, became 
a butler's pantry with a new side entrance added. The office walls are 
unique in that they are covered with a type of fabric canvas trimmed 
in black grosgrain studded with rope trim. His cherry wood desk is 
complemented by a liquor cabinet from the 18th century that was 
passed down from his grandfather to his father before ending up in 
Jack's home. 

The coffered ceiling in the living-room is recreated in the bigger 
master bedroom that's upstairs. Jack refers to this bedroom as "a 
study in black and white," a characterisation supported by the 
leather-backed sleigh bed with a '20s Deco mirror above it and a mix 
of artwork from both iconic painters and local artists. The white 
bathroom is enhanced with some silver tones and horizontal shiplap. 
The fixtures are Old English brushed nickel. 

The two guestrooms include one with a blue velvet headboard on 
the bed, a big mirror trimmed in gold, a refurbished 19th centuiy 
dresser with a granite top and the home's original wood floors that. 
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according to Jack, still creak. The other bedroom, the smallest of the 
bedrooms referred to as "the bamboo room," is done in Sag Harbor 
gray. The guest cottage, designed to be a garden suite, includes a 
living area, a sleeping area, a kitchenette and a bathroom. 

Sharing some final thoughts on Huntington Abbey, a nickname his 
friends gave to the home. Jack notes that "people walk in, and it is 
truly a secret garden because it's very nestled, very private, with tall 
hedges and beautiful old trees." When asked to select a favourite 
place in the home. Jack chooses the patio, furnished with Italian sofas, 
umbrellas and African side tables, because he is "surrounded by the 
boxwood globes, the flowers, climbing roses, camellias, clematis and 
hydrangeas in every direction, so it's a way for to me to be in a living 
space but to be outside and enjoy the garden."

THE ABRAAJ GROUP ART PRIZE 

The Abraaj Group Art Prize is a prize for artists from 
the Middle East, North Africa, and South Asia which 
uniquely rewards proposals rather than completed 
works-of-art. The annual prize and accompanying 
exhibition aim to empower potential and give often 
under-represented contemporary artists the 
resources to further develop their talent. It offers a 
platform for recognising particularly notable artists 
in the region, affording the winner the opportunity 
of developing an ambitious project and for 
showcasing their work on an international stage to 
museum directors, curators, critics, gallerists, their 
peers, and the public. 

Founded in 2008 and is now in its seventh edition 
and the collection comprises 26 artworks.

' This is such a tricky task, given the huge diversity among around 
500 artists exhibiting at Art Dubai 201 5, across three gallery halls, 
with 92 galleries hailing from 40 countries, plus the residencies and 
commissions programme. We make it our mission to showcase the 
world's most renowned artists alongside fresh, upcoming artists, 
many from Asia, the Middle East and Africa. Whether you're a 
seasoned art collector or starting a fledgling collection for the first 
time - or an enthusiast who enjoys looking -- Art Dubai has works 
for everyone. 


I’M GOING TO GO FOR THREE GALLERIES TO WATCH... 

Kurimanzutto - Mexico's most established gallery showing in the 
Middle East for the first time, with a roll-call of Latin American 
greats, including Abraham Cruzvillegas and Adrian Villar Rojas, plus 
international artists. Their booth exhibition in the centre of Hall 1 in 
Art Dubai Contemporary is a packed with some of the world's 
hottest artists. 

What if the World - not only do WITW have the best name in 
the fair, but they also have one of the most dynamic booth 
exhibitions. This young, funky gallery from Capetown has a roster 
of upcoming artists from South Africa and across the continent and 
is a real must-see.

WHAT MAKES THIS YEAR’S ART DUBAI DIFFERENT? 

I'm really excited about Marker, curated by Luiza Teixeira de Ereitas, 
which focuses on Latin America and its connections with the 
Middle East. Luiza's programme is a real audience-draw and 
features sound, music, film, performance and a fantastic group 
show with works by around 30 artists from across Latin America. 

This is the first time there's been a Latin American showcase in the 
Gulf region, and it's a real chance to get to know these incredibly 
vibrant artscenes. 

HOW WOULD YOU DESCRIBE DUBAI’S CURRENT ARTS 
SCENE? HOW DOES IT COMPARE REGIONALLY AND 
GLOBALLY? 

Dubai's art scene is quite unique: within the space of a decade, the 
number of galleries in the city as quadrupled (to around 40 
nowadays) and it is now firmly established as the art market centre 
for the region - including the Arab world, Iran and increasingly, 
Pakistan. A not-for-profit sector of studios, educational initiatives, 
publishers etc is now springing up, too. Besides this year-round 
local activity, Dubai is also a hub - the story of the city's meteoric 
rise as a centre for business, banking, travel and communications is 
of course super well-known, but Dubai's growth as a cultural 
destination is less hackneyed.

WHO ARE YOUR TOP THREE 
ONES TO WATCH’ AT THIS 
YEAR’S DESIGN DAYS? 

I actually have a top four; 

Talin Hazbar, is Aleppo-born and raised 
in the UAE and a recipient of various 
regional and international art awards. 
She explores structure and the material 
possibilities of natural resources. 

Rand Abdul Jabbar moved to the UAE 
in 1995 from Iraq. She is creating 
'Eorma,' a series of furniture including 
chairs and table, with the objective to 
expose people to the beauty and craft 
of dhow building and provide them 
with a new sense of appreciation for a 
profession that has been slowly dying 
away over the past few decades. 
Saher Oliver Samman, born in London 
to an English mother and Palestinian 
father, has mastered the skills of 
traditional leather design, creating 
bespoke garments and objects. 

Latifa Saeed, participating in this 
programme for the second time, enjoys 
exploring concepts, collaborating with 
artisans and designing without 
limitations. Having presented a seating 
collection made up of cushion tubes in 
the form of braids, this year, she adopts 
khoos weaving, using palm tree leaves 
which makes up 98% of the fruit trees in 
the region. 

WHAT MAKES A DESIGN DAYS 
DUBAI (DDD) COLLECTION 
DIFFERENT? 

I enjoy the collection more because my 
initial background is design, which is 
more functional in terms of aesthetics 
than art. On a personal level, I could 
see/imagine the pieces from DDD in 
my house compared to furniture that I 
see at other fairs. 

HOW CAN I ADD A DESIGN 
DRIVEN PIECE TO MY HOME? 

You can choose it based on the story of 
the piece - on how it was made, the 
relationship of the piece to the maker, 
its context, connection to the designer 
if it is personal. It's the piece that has a 
story.

Know the past and 
be open to tomorrow. 

HOW CAN I BEST DISPLAY ART

We are a small tight-knit team here at THE Office that work 
on and create our two seasonal collections. My strength is 
to see the future and trends, to be out there with my 
antennas up, getting new ideas and sketching product 
concepts day and night. 

We always work a year in advance on planning our new 
collections. We have a wall in THE Office where we pin up 
inspiration of everything we think is going to become a 
trend. That can be anything from movies, TV series and 
political events, inspiration from my visits to Harvard 
Business School and pages of fashion magazines. In 
fashion, there are always different trends from different 
eras. But as Erench poet and artist Jean Cocteau once said: 
"Eashion... One must forgive it everything; it dies so 
young." Eashion is fickle and fun, and THE One wants to 
be that too. So I immediately move on anything that 
inspires me in the fashion world, so nobody can copy us at 
the same time. They will copy us eventually, but later, and 
by then we would have already moved on. 

HOW WOULD YOU ADVISE ON CHOOSING 
ARTWORK FOR THE HOME? 

In my opinion most people take too little time to think 
about and pick art for their walls. It must be personal and 
mean something to you or be something you just love 
looking at, as it will be in your face everyday. If you are 
unsure where to start, you could look for a picture or 
painting that will pick up a colour in the room or has a 
suitable theme for your room. When looking for artwork, 
keep the wall space in mind to ensure you buy a piece that 
is in proportion with the surroundings. A tiny picture on a 
big wall will look lost and strange, while a huge picture on 
a small wall might be too overpowering.

D ubai is certainly 
not short of

carry the history

The interiors, which were designed by BAMO, continue in the 
same elegant yet understated tones set by the facade of the hotel. In 
our spacious and bright King room, a muted colour palette of earthy 
neutrals is punctuated with patterned cushions, a dark blue sofa.

seating. The balcony, with views 
over the resort and out to the 
Arabian Gulf, has elements of the 
Spanish-lslamic influence in the 
lights and large throw cushion 
on the day bed. The marble 
bathroom is a haven for those 
looking to relax and unwind 
- with a large freestanding bath, 
spacious shower and double 
sinks made all the more 
luxurious with pretty toiletries 
and thoughtful additions such as 
robes, slippers, and small tubes 
of after-sun cream. 

The hotel boasts ten 
restaurants and lounges 
meaning that even the most 

discerning guest will be satisfied. We enjoyed some pre-dinner drinks 
in the stylishly cool Mercury Lounge, which is fast becoming the place 
to be seen on a weekend. Described as the 'jewel in the crown' of the 
hotel, this chic space can be found on the sixth-floor rooftop and 
offers uninterrupted views of the Burj Khalifa and Downtown Dubai 
skyline on one side and the Burj A1 Arab and sea on the other. The bar 
is situated inside a large glass sphere, and the friendly staff can mix 
up an extensive list of drinks from both on and off the menu. 

After drinks we headed to Sea Fu, the hotel's seafood restaurant. 
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GET THE LOOK IN BRIEF 


Offering cutting-edge Mediterranean style dishes and Asian-inspired 
delicacies, this lantern-lit, atmospheric restaurant is situated by the 
pool and beach - with al fresco dining available on the pretty terrace. 
Billed as one of the best seafood restaurants in Dubai, the food does 
not disappoint, neither does the informative but not overbearing 
service from the knowledgeable staff. Our shared starter of steamed 
dim sum was a light and tasty. Followed by mains of seared black cod 
with papaya salad, bean sprout and yuzu dressing with a side of 
sauteed kale with lemon and ginger, and simple market tiger prawns 
served with lemon butter with a side of lobster macaroni. For dessert 
we went for the recommended options of caramlised baby pineapple 
and limoncello savarin pine nut crisp. 

For further luxury the Pearl Spa is a must-visit. Featuring ten 
treatment rooms, an indoor pool and aqua thermal experience there 
will be something to suit everyone. We recommend the Aromatherapy 
massage, which was therapeutic and relaxing - ideal for a Saturday 
morning.

F inding the Hotel Vernet is like 

discovering a hidden jewel in the 
bustling Champs Elysees area of 
Paris. Set back from the busy 
shopping strip, this townhouse, 
which is an example of true Haussmann style, has 
been artfully renovated by French Interior 
Designer Francois Champsaur to celebrate its 
100th anniversary last year. Owned by the Besse 
Signature family group, the Hotel Vernet pays 
tribute to French elegance and savoir-faire. 

Francois Champsaur has brought the hotel 
up-to-date with a strong design-led interior, which 
doesn't distract from the beauty of the luxury 
townhouse building and features - such as the 
glass domed roof in the dining area, which was 
designed by the famed Gustave Eiffel. An avid 
collector of contemporary art, Francois has chosen 
a set of drawings, watercolours and engravings to 
showcase within the hotel. Feature elements of the 
interior include a large abstract carpet created by 
Jean-Michel Alberola, leather armchairs by Bassam 
Fellow, blue chairs by Minotti, Carrara marble 
flooring and unstructured bar, and a painted 
ceiling artwork, to match the carpet, also by 
Jean-Michel Alberola. 

The rooms are a somewhat understated affair 
compared to the public areas, but no less stylish. 
We were lucky enough to experience the Executive 
Suite, which featured a large king bed (a twin 
option is available], bright and very spacious 
bathroom - complete with an abundance of 
gorgeous Hermes toiletries - with double sinks, 
walk-in shower and stand-alone bath, a dressing 
area, living room and balcony. The main feature in 
all rooms is the large curved oak sliding doors.

which bring an architectural element to the room 
and give the interior a slight Scandi feel. The snug 
bedroom is brought to life with abstract brass 
bedside lamps, which reflect the classic brass-wear 
in the bathroom. The finishing touches of the 
bedroom include a contemporary mirror by 
Jean-Michel Alberola, curtains by Pierre Frey and a 
bright wool blanket from Arpin. 

Dinner can be enjoyed in the hotel's signature 
restaurant, The V. This round dining room is 
accessed by the distinguished unstructured 
Carrara marble bar, which stands in front of a 
sculptural folded copper screen. The Jean-Michel 
carpet and ceiling artwork can be seen best here 
and are complimented by comfortable seating and 
the original red marble fireplace. The restaurant 
sits under the Gustav Eiffel grand glass roof and 
features bright green sofas, which match the 
colourful elements in the carpet. The menu is 
seasonal, simple and light with the added bonus of 
the kitchen being visible through a viewing 
window so guests can see the Chefs hard at work. 

But if you are venturing further afield, we 
highly recommend a visit to FR/AME, a brasserie 
with Californian influences situated within walking 
distance from the Eiffel Tower. We tucked in to 
starters of fish tacos with mango salsa and 
sweetcorn soup served with coconut milk and 
popcorn. For mains the tasty San/Fran mussels 
cooked in white wine, coconut, ginger, lemongrass 
served with cumin fries went down a treat and 
across the table the shrimp 
cassoulet was moreish. The 
decor here is a mix of the cool 
and contemporary with a West 
Coast American feel.

Born out of a collaboration between world-renowned 
celebrity Chefs Richard Sandoval and Akmal Anuar, Zengo 
serves up modern Asian Cuisine with an international 
influence. These influences can also be seen in the cool, 
contemporary interior decor which consists of earthy 
tones, simple wood, oversized neutral seating, wire bar 
stools and geometric prints. There are also intimate dining 
areas, three themed bars - smoke, mist and fire, a lounge 
and terrace. 

On arrival we were warmly greeted and ascended the 
floating, lantern-lit staircase to the restaurant where we 
chose a charmingly stylish terrace table. The amuse bouche 
of warm sweet and salted peanuts wrapped in paper were 
served quickly with our drinks (from the extensive menu 
and both delicious], promptly by the friendly staff along 
with the food menu. And what a menu. Split in to hot and 
cold small plates, salads and soups, sushi, Robata Grill, 
noodle, rice and large main dishes all with a distinct 
Japanese influence. In order to sample as much as possible 
we chose a selection of small dishes, such as Hokkaido 
Scallops, Arborio rice crusted oysters. Tempura prawn. 

Duck Maseca pancake. Baby fennel and burrata salad and 
Volcano salmon Maki rolls, many of which were 
recommended by our lovely waitress. All dishes, but 
especially the scallops which are served with yuzu jelly and 
avruga caviar in a shell, are a considered and interesting mix 
of flavours and textures that create more-ish little meals and 
show exactly why the two chefs are as successful as they 
are. For dessert we were urged to try the show-stopping 
Pralus Bio Equateur - a dark chocolate pudding, frozen 
honeycomb cake, sudachi plantane and honey ice cream. 

With so much more to tiy, this is definitely a dining 
destination to return to.

We 
chat to both the developer and design team about the project, how it came to be and why you 

should be checking it out 
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TELL ME A BIT ABOUT THE LAYOUT OF THE 
VILLAS. 

There are 17 different villa designs and 11 floor plans 
to choose from which means residents can be sure 
their home won't be exactly the same as the one next 
door. All of our floor plans are practical and are 
designed to fully utilise all available space. In order to 
ensure that living spaces are flooded with natural 
light, large windows are a key feature of every design. 
Intelligent use of space means that each living area 
feels fresh and comfortable with ample room for 
families to enjoy life fully whilst the open-plan style of 
layout creates a seamless flow between the living 
areas as well as between house and garden, perfect for 
entertaining. 

1 can say that the investor response to the design 
and layout has been great. This does not come as a 
surprise, as from the start of this design planning 
process we were rigorous in researching, surveying 
and developing an offering that meets real market 
demand, and did not just anticipate what we thought 
consumers wanted.

I’M NEW TO DUBAI 
AND ABOUT TO RENT 
AN APARTMENT, 
WHAT THINGS 
SHOULD I LOOKOUT 
FOR THAT MIGHT 
NEED FIXED? 

Most importantly, welcome 
to Dubai and we hope you 
come to love it as much as 
we do! You are right to 
have your wits about you 
when you are looking to 
rent an apartment, as the 
standards can be variable 
here. Some of the 
maintenance issues to look 
out for include the 
following: 

Firstly if at all possible, only 
sign on the dotted line 
AFTER the water and 
electricity (DEWA) has 
been switched on. This will 
allow you to check 
everything is in working 
order. If not, finding 
matching items can be 
time consuming, expensive 
and may fall to you rather 
than the landlord to repair. 
Look at the ceilings for 
signs of leaks. If there is, it 


could be the water supply 
or alternatively the air 
conditioning in the 
apartment. Try both the 
hot and cold water in every 
sink, bath or shower, as 
even in newer properties 
these can need replacing. 
Ask yourself if the 
apartment needs 
repainting. If the answer is 
yes, this needs to be 
addressed by the landlord 
or agent before you are 
committed or it could be 
used as a good 
negotiating tool. As a 
rough guide, to repaint an 
average two-bedroom 
apartment would cost 
approximately DhsSOOO- 
4500 including paint from a 
competent painting 
company. 

Make sure you check the 
doors and windows to see 
if they are sealed properly 
You need them to seal the 
heat out in summer, open 
to let the air in during the 
cooler months and keep 
out noise throughout. 

It is worth finding out who 


is responsible for what and 
asking if the landlord will 
pay for any issues over a 
certain amount. We'd 
always recommend asking 
how you need to inform 
the landlord of any issues 
and if he needs prior 
approval, as well as if there 
is a reliable maintenance 
team on-site. 

Ask when the air 
conditioning was last 
serviced and who will be 
responsible for paying not 
just the ongoing energy 
bills but also for future 
services and replacement 
parts. We recommend 
asking if the landlord will 
agree to getting the air 
conditioning serviced two 
or three times a year by a 
reputable company as part 
of your rental contract. 

If the apartment has been 
left empty for a while, it is 
highly likely that it will smell 
a little. Flowever if it has 
been recently habited and 
it smells, it could point to 
an air conditioning or water 
issue, blocked or defective 


toilet or shared exhaust 
ducts with other 
apartments. Make sure this 
sorted before moving in. 

WHAT ARE THE MOST 
COMMON 
MAINTENANCE 
PROBLEMS? 

The Dubai climate means 
that the most common 
calls that we receive during 
the hotter months are for 
air conditioning related 
problems. Other regular 
issues throughout the year 
include power supply 
faults, defective water 
heaters and water leaks 
but having now 
successfully completed 
over 45,000 jobs here in 
Dubai, we've seen it all 
(and got the Jim Will Eix It 
T-Shirt). 

THERE’S A 
MAINTENANCE 
COMPANY WITHIN MY 
BUILDING, CAN I STILL 
CALL ON YOU? WHAT 
SERVICES DO YOU 
OFFER THAT THEY

within your building, it may 
be that in reality they are 
no more than one man 
with a screwdriver and do 
not have specialists for the 
job you need fixing.

This 
means we can begin the 
diagnosis from your initial 
phone call and match your 
maintenance issue with the 
right specialist from within 
our staff.

HOW MUCH SHOULD I 
BE PAYING FOR 
REPAIRS? 

Like most things in life if 


"you buy cheap, you pay 
twice" and there are many 
companies here using 
unqualified staff with 
limited knowledge and 
skills so I would be cautious 
of anyone advertising 
themselves as the 
cheapest in the market. 
Unlike most companies 
here in Dubai, we don't 
insist that our customers 
sign for an annual 
maintenance contract 
upfront as to us it seems 
ridiculous to pay thousands 
of dirhams without 
knowing if the 
maintenance company you 
hire is either capable or is 
even still going to be on 
the end of the phone in six 
months time. 

Working this way means 
our customers get value for 
money as they are only 
paying for work that is 
actually required when it is 
required and we have to 
be good or else our 
customers would not call 
us back next time they 
have a maintenance issue. 

WHAT ARE THE 
COMMON AIR 
CONDITIONING 
PROBLEMS AND HOW 
EASILY ARE THESE 
FIXED? 

The most common 
problems are either water 
leaks or quite simply your 
AC stops cooling your 
apartment or villa. Bear in 
mind that by the time you 
detect a service-related 
issue such as a lack of 
cooling, it is highly likely 
that your DEWA bills will 
have already surged as 
your AC has been working 
harder than it should have 
been to lower the 
temperature. It's important 
to understand that AC 
involves the dangerous mix 
of water and electricity and 
hence it is vitally important 
that only qualified 
professional's work on your 
air conditioning units. 

Never has the 'don't try this 
yourself message been 
more true.
